PRESIDENT BREHM COMES TO U.T.J.C. 


Not far from the campua liea a 
beautiful l&ttle home which U 
more generally known aa the 
Philllpa' House. 

If you were to live in the PhU- 
lipa house you would find a warm 
feeling of hospitality, a feeling of 
friendliness, and you would be 
aware of the Joyhu manner in 
which Mr. and Mrs. Phillips carry 
out the chores of the house. 

Mr. Phillips can portray the 
part of a gardener, a doctor, or 
even a tree expert; while Mrs. 
Phillips fulfills the role of being 
a good housekeeper, a busy secre* 
ta>y and a mother, so to speak, 
to the boys that stay at the 
l*hilllps’ home. 

Being a father and mother to 
six or seven boys every quarter 
is second nature for the Phillips. 
Tliey have a son of their own and 
know quite a bit about boys and 
what to expect. 

Jim Phillips, Mr. and Mrs. Phil¬ 
lips* son, was the first child to 
enter the nursery school here at 
Martin and after going through 
the elementary schools and high 
school here at Martin, the ques¬ 
tion remained as to where he 
would go to college, but that was 
left for Jim to decide.

'Hie Junior College is indebted 
to the Rotary Clubs of Martin, 
Dresden, Greenfield, and Gleason 
for bringing Dr. C. E. Brehm, 
President, University of Tennes¬ 
see at Knoxville, to Martin. 

A large audience, including par¬ 
ents, teachers, and influential citi¬ 
zens, was present to greet Dr. 
Brehm. Wayne Tansil, president*, 
of the Martin Rotary Club, pre¬ 
sided. Miss Harriet Fulton was in 
charge of the music. The audience 
participated in the song, America, 
and the Tennessee Alma Mater. 
Everyone enjoyed a solo, ‘Thine 
Alone," by Mr. J. C. Henson. 
Visitors were greeted by Donald 
March, Junior Rotarian, Martin, 
by Mr. Meek, executive officer of 
the Junior College; and by the 
presiding officer of the platform. 

Distinguished guests included 
Rotary officers, congressmen, and 
officials of the University. The 
Rotary’s motto, "Service above 
self," would be an admirable one 
for all good citizens to observe. 
The Rev. E. V. Underhill, pastor. 
First Methodist Church of Mar¬ 
tin, gave the Invocation. 

Dr. Brehm’s address was an 
appraisal of our educational sys- 
te mand its influence on our 
civilization and culture. After ex¬ 
pressing his appreciation and: 
cracking a few jokes, Dr. Brehm I 
began to tell us why we, as good 
citizens and parents, should sup¬ 
port our educationsd system— 
simply because it is a good in¬ 
vestment in the future. He praised 
the Junior Ck>llege and stressed 
the importance of an education 
which teaches men how to adjust 
themselves to their environments. 

"The enormous increase in the 
number of students, and the 
greater demand for an education 
has filled our colleges to overflow¬ 
ing," stated Dr. Brehm. He called 
the situation "paradoxical" since 
Uie appropriations for education 
have not increased. He expressed 
his appreciation for the "modest 
appropriation" gamted by the 
State legisWture in the past, but 
continued by contrasting the 
many expenditures of people for 
luxuries as compared with the 
amotmts given for the education 
of our youth. 

Dr. Brehm stressed the Ameri¬ 
can way of life and its influence 


on our educational system, stat¬ 
ing that a system such as ours 
could not possibly have developed 
in a country controlled by a 
tyrant. 

"Other nations have fallen 
apart because of the failure of 
their educational systems," said 
Dr. Brehm. He compared the use 
of a knife by a warrior and a sur¬ 
geon, leaving the Impression the 
only road to peace is through im¬ 
proved education. 

•^We have in the world two 
great philosophies at the present 
time—Communism and Democ¬ 
racy," he said. “If we live in a 
world where control by means of 
a big stick is needed, we shall lose 
our hope ana our whole concept 
of life. Other nations have used 
big sticks—these have fallen." 

Commenting on our system of 
education. Dr. Brehm said, "Our 
whole system and philosophy of 
life is based on truth—the truth 
which shall set you free—and 
keep you free. Totalitarian gov¬ 
ernments are based on fear and 
ignorance. Our future rests on 
the educational system of our 
country, the basic foundation of 
any democracy. We must make 
sure that our people are informed. 
People who are informed do not 
fall victims to false philosophies." 

The conclusion of the discussion 
dealt with the importance of 
Atomic research in t<^ay'8 world. 
Dr. Brehm discussed the subject 
from a layman's point of view, 
using no difficult terms or con¬ 
fusing theories to put over his 
point. However, he left the audi¬ 
ence with a feeling that such re¬ 
search at any place'is most im¬ 
portant. The young Atomic Re¬ 
search Program is an embryo 
which may develop into a miracle 
worker that will revolutionize the 
entire world. He discussed the 
importance of atomic fission, ra¬ 
dioactive particles, and Isotopes 
in relation to modem medicine. 

Dr. Brehm said, "At the next 
session of the State Assembly, 
plsms will be made and funds al¬ 
located to expand the University 
of Tennessee at Knoxville and 
throughout the state." 

The people have been informed. 
If they want Improvement, they 
must act.

Poll Shows Socials Satisfactory; However, 

More After-Social Time Is Student Demand

1 The results of polls are always 
Interesting. They may sometimes 
present misleading information, a 
classic example of which is the 
famous "Gallup Poll" that gal¬ 
loped in the wrong direction; 
however, poll results are worth¬ 
while material in themselves. 

One hundred, ninety-nine stu¬ 
dents expressed opinions on all 
or parts of the questions presented 
by the last Volette poll. A care¬ 
ful tabulation of the ballots 
showed that we have few intro¬ 
verts. Only eight of those who 
voted believed that we have too 
many socials, while a plurality 
stated that we have the right 
amount. Forty students have at¬ 
tended all six socials this year, a 
majority of whom had dates. 

We tried to determine the sex 
of the voters by the parts of the 
ballot which were filled out—that 
is, boys only or girls only. If 
errors occur, you will know that^ 
you wrote in the wrong l^ce. 
Almost everyone favored the so¬ 
cial dance. One girl was most em¬ 
phatic in her denunciation of the 
square dance.

The clubs are popular with most 
students. Seventy-four of the vot¬ 
ing students belonged to one to 
three clubs. Sixteen belonged to 
no clubs, while two students be¬ 
longed to six or more. A majori¬ 
ty are satisfied with the refresh¬ 
ments thus far, and a plurality 
believed that the socials have been 
advertised enough. 

"What do you like to do after a 
social?" This little question!

DO YOUR PART 

This article is dedicated to the 
fine work that our coaches, Mr. 
Henson and Mr. Vaughn, and the 
Athletic Committee, Mr. C^kmp. 
bell (chairman), Mr. Duncan, Mr. 
King, and Mr. Henson, are doing 
with our football team under the 
circumstanoes. 

The aforementioned dreum. 
stances are not numerous, but 
they are soUdly.planted stum, 
blingblocks. These circumstances, 
given later, will answer such ques. 
tions as: Why doesn't the school 
offer scholarships; Why doesntt it 
have a training table; Why doesn't 
it at least have meals of mors 
quantity and better quality for 
the football players; Why doesn't 
it provide insurance ? 

The answer to the first two 
questions may be given with a 
quotation from the Conference 
Rule Book. Article 15. It says: 
"Elach institution which is a mem¬ 
ber of this Conference agrees to 
enact and enforce such measures 
as may be necessary to prevent 
violations of the principles of aroa. 
teur sports such as: (a) Subsi¬ 
dization: The offering of direct 
payments of money, board, room 
rent, or fictitious jobs to players 
prior to enrollment or while in 
college by college officiate, 
coaches, or other faculty person, 
nel. Athletes employed as stu. 
dent workers are e3q>ected to 
work like any non-athlete and at 
the same rate of pajrmmt." 

This ml^t bring up the ques. 
tlon: "Why does the school be. 
long to a conference? The school 
Is a member of an athletic con. 
ference because national scholas. 
tie rating institutions require a 
school not only to have an ath. 
letic association but also to be. 
long to some conference in order 
to receive the benefits of the 
scholastic rating of that institu¬ 
tion. 

To answer the test two ques. 
tions of the second paragraph, I 
must ask a question: "Who will 
pay for a training table or more 
and better food?" The University 
of Tennessee at KnozviUe con. 
trols all funds appropriated by 
the legislature, and it will not 
proprlate any for the maintenance 
of athletics. The money used by 
the athletic association must come 
from a major proportion of the 
student acti^ty fund and the 
gate recelpU. This te barely 
enough to pay expenses and some. 
Umes fails to. With the athletic 
association going into debt with 
the present expenses, it certainly 
cannot afford an insurance policy, 
not even with help from the 
players as is the case In some 
high schools. I would like to ask 
this question: "Would you be wiU. 
ing to pay an extra dollar for the 
student activity fund to help pro. 
vide for these men who are so 
willing to beat their brains out
